Aa the 
Secretary or the President 
wanted a talk on how Chinese: 5x 
made cary, | trust that we shall 
hear from’ them before the end 
and shall go home consoled, For 
my part 1 come to suggest a ques: 
tion, perhaps merely a doubt, if 
one reckons with a time limit. 1 
don't think that I shall ever live 
to find Chinese made easy—nor do 
I particularly want to do no; I find 
in Chinese certain cross dificul- 
ties that are more fascinating than 
cross-word puzzles, and of their 
own very nature transport one 
‘anciently-minded to remote 
generations and other ways. My 
only regret is that 1 have so little 
time nya so Httle talent for the 
pursuit! . 

“Chinese Made —Kasy”  fenlly 
means some new devices or some 
new circumstances’ at. which one 
growing older and balder with the 
days resolutely balks, But oa 
young generation of Chinese 
wenuinely interested jn their 
country’s progress by way of unity 
and wide-spread eduention, ane a 
young generation of Europeans 
avid to acquire an important lan- 
sunge will) welcome the new 
Ma-ltou of “Chinese Without Tears 
For All’ when it is finally thrown 
open to traffic. Having disowned 
the Secretary and his heroic tusk, 
I muat explain my own position. 

i come tmong you as a learner, 
as one who ‘can only say AAA. 
in this apeech. I should really 
sit at the feet of any Chinese 
atudent here to learn the very 
elements of Chinese. Therefore 
however 1 cun tell you better than 
you can guess how far from casy 
it is! Whnt urgency there is in 
the note of ‘nterrogation—When 
shall it be made easy? How {a it 
to he made easy? I cannot ans- 
wer these questions but I can tell 
you something about-them. I am 
nt the foot of a huge mountain, © 
Himalaya of difficulty and I can 
measure the. effect much better 
than you who range over the high 
plateaux or even gaily trip on the 
Rummit topa, incapable of renlis- 
ing all the diMculties that He be- 
tween us. 


Some Well-known Facts. 


in order to set before you for 
your meditation and reflexion -a 
very new, very ingenious, sur- 
prisingly scientific system for 
solving the difficultica let us first 
rehearse some well-known facts 
and their corollaries. Chinese is 
spoken of ng one language, even 
though its use can be traced on 
actually existing original docu- 
ments for something over 3,000 
years, and although we know that 
between 300 and 400 million people 
apeak it. Obviously great changes 
must have taken places in that 
long period of time, and wide dff- 
ferences of dialect must occur 
over the wide area occupied by 
these millions. Scholars say that 
the language of ‘the Archaic 
period (before the Christian era) 
j differed as widely from. Ancient 
Chinese (about 700 A.D.) as this 
fatter does from modern Man-’ 
darin—and that Is wide indeed, 
Even with those vast extents of 
time and space, we have not yet 
mensured completely the content 
of Chinese; there aro extant 
Niterary documenta that claim to 
have been first set down in writ- 
ing 4,000 years-ngo and there ia a 
wider nren that’ has borrowed 
much from the Chinese language 
and retained distinctive Chinese 
t penkies with certain modifica: 
“ tion! 
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Now the one element that has 


kept Chinese as a unity over such 


ranges of time and space ia the 
writing, partly _ plcture-writing, 
partly symbolic of the idea, part) 

phonetic, the writing that wo call 
Chinese characters, These are at 
present bound up,, inextricably 
with the language, Cemonting tha 
different types of style (colloquial 
or literary), smoothing over. the 
changes pronunciation that 
have’ taken: place fn the past 4,000 
yenrs, throwing a bridges of under- 
wtanding over the differences of 
pronunciation between North and 
South, Enst and West, even to a 
certain extent between China and 
dapan, Chinn and Korea, China 
and ‘Annam, aurmounting the dif- 
ficulty of using a confuaion of 
similar sounds, with. most diverag 
meaning in-a very concise iterary 
style, clarifying the use of these 
“homophones” in: conversation. 
showing on paper the likencss or 
the dissimilarity of whnt vocally 
js the reverse. : 


Difficulties of Characters. 


On.the other hand, the charac- 
lera demand from the human ma- 
terial a tremendous.expenditure of 
energy. A European is amazed at 
the psychological effort that must 
have heen exerted to establish 
ready responses in the brain for 
the very modest minimum of 6,000 
characters, A Chinese student 
answers automatically to the 
alimulus of n character; a com- 
bination of atrokes seen by the eye 
calls for one sound or porhaps a 
choice of founda, necompanted by 
the understanding of one or more 
meanings. It means the installa- 
{fon of an automatic telephane ex- 
change in which over 6,000 sub- 
seribers cin ring and must be 
anawered without mistake; and 
yet without enjoying such  pre- 
liminary help as the gradual mani- 
polation of our 26 alphnbet-sub- 
seribers affords In the usual 
European systema. | 

This installation demands the 
expenditure of much valuable. 
schooling-time while the results 
because of the fallibility of the 
human material crnnot be always 
guaranteed to be equally effective, 
The old system of drilling in the 
sounds of the characters without 
teaching the underlying - sensg 
seems, to have been found neces- 
sary. because it was desired to 
secure sO many associations of 
xound and symboi while the 
memory powers were still fresh 
and most easily retentive. In so 
far it was quite rational. Its de- 
fect was that it envisaged as the 
only and ultimate aim a supreme 
power to be. finally attained over 
a vast vocabulary: a terminus at 
which only fow ‘could hope to ar- 
Myo becauses of: -off lefsure— 
‘and Indecd of talent, To use 
Chinese properly as a literary 
medium demanded an: accomplish- 
ment that in other language is re- 
garded ag porsibie only to a select 
few. 4 £ 

Without - the. characters, how- 
ever, it would seem that the 
literary style is impossible (be- 
cause well-nigh — unintelligible) 
and then the exactine demands on 
learners would be reduced . to a 
hum-drum- practical. lovol,....With- 
out the use of characters, it would 
seem that’a language written in 1 
spelling system of romanisation 
would brenk up Into far removed 
departments of, say, Proto-Chin- 
ese, Archaic Chinese, Ancient 
Chinese, Old, Middle, Modern 


Chinese must split up into its dif- 
ferent varicties,- Mandarin, Can- 
tonese, hakka and the: rest, just 
as in Europe we have Germanic 
languages (English, German, 


Dutch, Swedish) and In these our [- 


Universities study the different 
periods, Old, Middie, Modern or 
pre-existant but now forgotten 
tongues. If the characters are 
kept as indispensable, then the 
highest achievements of the lan- | 
guage must be the exclusive en- 
joyment of a ‘small lefsured cul- 
tured class, a very oligarchy of 
\iterature, and the very meanest 
familinrity with tho written word 
ig to be acquired at the cost of 
considerable -toll, This {snot 
helpful to the formation of a read- 
ing democracy. 


Knowledge of Classics. 


If a European stands amazed at 
the perfection and complication of 
your Hnguistic reactions, he 
stands fearful and despaired be- 


then the Modern }. 


fore the task of making them his 
own. Sir Edmund Backhouse 
cheerfully wrote--in The China 
Year Book, “Jn order to succeed, 
it is essential to havo the classics 
at‘ one’s: fingers” ends and upon 
this foundation a reasonably ado- 
quate structure can after 20 years’ 
persistent Inbour be erccted.” For 
this relief, perhaps we of the busy 
20th century are not duly grateful. 
Don’t think that Sir Edmund Is 
sponking of a really deep know- 
ledge, for ho gocs on. “But the 
labyrinth of Chinese Htcrature is 
Smpenetrable, ax rogard ita inner- 
most recesses, in tho limita of o 
lifetime, owlng to the cnormous 
bulk of first-rate works which it 
{3 physically impossible to absorb 
or.even to read through.” 3 

Most of us think that the wet- 
bulb of Chinese reaches 100% 
saturntion long before we get in- 
aide the labyrinth at all, What 
wonder then-if wo aro interested 
on hearing of new schemes for 
“Chinese Made Easy.” 

The central pobition of Chinesa 
is, as: I have indicated, the usc. of 
the special type of symbol’ called 
“characters.” To substitute for 
these 2 medium that could be 
learned with leas expenditure of 
onergy without losing all the ad- 
vantages that these symbols pre- 
sent is the Idcal of men of good 
will, patriotic Chineso and cager 
forstgners. To anyone {nteraa- 
tionally minded, the use of what 
wo call the Latin alphabet sug- 
gests itself, It is not in its origin 
Roman, though conveniently the 
transcription of certain Asiatic 
Innguages by its use is called 
“romanisation.” It really orlgina- 
ted in the Enst of the Mediter- 
ranean. about 3.000 years ago, 
somewhere about the Phoenician 
country and it has proved its 
valte ‘on legions of Janguages, 
notably on Hebrew, Greck, Latin 
and ‘the whole range of European 
languages. A few — yenrs ago. 
Turkey substituted it drastically 
by law for the Arable script; just. 
recently the League of Nations’ 
Committee on Intellectual ‘Co- 
operation hna act itself the task 


of propagating its use still wider.- 


Many attempts have been made, to 
domesticate Romanirnation in 
Chinn and the National Govern- 
ment is decidedly sympathetic. 
My business is to put be‘ore you 
for your thoughtful consideration 
a brand new scheme with remark- 
able featurea embodying visibly 
the idea of national unity, but 1 
think you will ‘find In it rather.a 
stimulus to thought, rather than 
an “Open Sesamo” to the Elysium 
of Sinology. : 


Scheme Qutlined. 


The scheme is just In process 
of pubHcation in the “Digest of 
the srtodel.

(1) It presents a writing that 
may be read aloud in an.

tion has been met). 


The system preserves a 
philological value compar- 
able with the characters 
even from a‘literary stard- 
point. : ‘ 


In other words, this system 
claims to combine the advantages 
of alphabetic writing (economy in 
learning, _ printing, modernity) 
with the chief advantages of the 
chnracters,(i.e. Nation wide unity, 
distinction of like sounds as con- 
veyine different meanings, pre- 
servation of linguistic history). 
Now this is an. astonishing 
achfevement when compared with 
existing systems, which of neces- 
aity, are bound up with one dialect 
ns they alm at reproducing phone- 
tienlly one system of sounds. - 

How {is this.end achieved? 
Briefly, it {8 by basing the writing 
on phonetic -valuca that scientific 
research has established for the 
characters as pronounced about 
the sixth contury A.D. That is in 
the perlod which the greatest of 
modern sinologues Bernhard Karl- 
gren has called Ancient Chinese.

REFLECTIONS ON 
ELECTION. 


=—— 


THE 


Now that the Cull effect of the 
General. Election has, been made 
evident by the receipt of practical- 
ly ‘all the results, it is interesting 
to analyse the figures revealed. 
The National Government’s voting 
strength in the House wil] total nt 
least 560, ensily the biggest in his- 
tory. Looked at from the party 
arigle, the Conservatives have a re- 
presentation of more than 470, the 
largest ever secured—suflicient, in 
fact, to give them an advantage of 
more than 200 over all other fac- 
combined. Labour, which 
Suffered losses at the hands © of 
Conservatives and Liberals alike, 
appéar ata lower figure than since 
1910. Liberals have profited some- 
what from the unusual character of 
the election, their membership be- 
ing ten above the figure secured nat 
the previous cleetion. When - the 
total voles of the electorate are re- 
vealed, they will show an astound- 
ing anti-Labour total. 

To those who espoused the 
tional cause. the response fs, as 
Mr. MacDonald so aptly put it, 
most embarrassing. Never, as we 
have said, has a Government enjoy- 
ed such overwhelming power. But 
it has to be borne in mind that past 
history has shown big majorities to 
have a knack of disappearing quick. 
ly, The last occasion on which 
the Conservatives polled anything 
like the present total was in 1924, 
when thelr strength was 415. It 
had dropped to a round 400 by the 
time the dissolution took place in 
1929, whilst In the election of that 
year the strength had fallen as 
low as 260. .If we go back further, 
to the election of 1906, we sec that 
the Liberals secured a record of 
$87, and that four ycars later this 
bad shrunk to 276. We cite these 
figures: to show that bly majorities 
do not of themselvea necessarily im. 
ply length of life for a Government; 
Indeed, the reaction of the public 
ip usually more marked under such

Politics. Thore’ incvitxbly comes a 
time when the votera want o 
change. In the present’ instance, 
everything depends, as we observ- 
ed yesterday, on the future attitude 
of the various elements composing 
the Government. At the moment, 
it ls most reassuring to have Mr. 
Baldwin's ‘declaration thnt the 
olection result Is no, party victory, 
but merely an emphatle declaration 
by the people in ‘favour of national 
co-operation in n time of cmor- 
gency. When that emergency fs 
past, we may expect to nee fresh 
alignments. Mcantime, It is suffi- 
elent to know and to feel that the 
nation Is in the hands of an Ad- 
ministration devoted to the task of 
overcoming present troubles, 
Eventually, we must expect big 
changes. Long before Tuesday's 
election, [t was becoming more and 
more evident that the three-party 
system was fading out, On all’ 
hands, evidence of a 
desire far a reversion to the tradi- 
tlonal two-party plan—the Conser- 
vatives in ore camp and moderate 
Lubour in the other. The artifi- 
cial character of. the Intest conlest 
has had the effect of — pre- 
serving the Liberals from im- 
mediante annihilation; but we shall 
be surprised if the new lease of Hfe 
is anything but temporary, Some 
time, there will be a swing to the 
two-party system.” When that time 
comes, despite the heavy losses 
suffered in the present elcetion, we 
may expect Labour again to come 
into ite own. For we must remem- 
ber that Mr. MacDonald and the 
National Labour members have not 
sacrificed any of their principles: 
they are still Labourites. Besides 
which there is the fact that many 
of the Labour candidates who 
foolishly followed Mr. Henderson, 
and have paid for their folly, are 
moderates. Some of them will re- 
emerge eventually, That time Is 
not yet, and it is just as well that 
this isso, The need of the moment 
is for non-party treatment of the 
nation’s ills. It is for that purpose 
that the electorate has sent the pre- 
sent Government back with such a

Skippers, Captains, Masters. 


A gentle habit that never seems 
to lose its devotees despite trade 
depressions and political aval- 
anches, is that of pointing out ta 
editors the errora of their ways. 
.The manner ig amiable and the 
motive well-intentioned almost 
invarinbly, and if we suggest that 
its continued practice furnishes a 
considerable part, of any sound 
explination of Why Editors’ Go 
Baid, no offence is intended. In 
the Inst analysis, we welcome the 
habit. It denotes an interest in 
n newspaper above and beyond 
the. news value of its pages. Also, 
of course, we frequently have the 
satiafagtion’of demonstrating that 
we are right.. Only a few days 
ago, a communication was recriv- 
ed from a gentleman with a keen 
iriterest in shipping affaira, The 
burden of his complaint, if we 
may so call it was that local 
papers were addicted to the use 
of the term “skipper” when re- 
ferring to masters of local veasels. 
He contended that there is no 
such thing as a skipper fn Hong- 
kong. The term is correctly ap- 
plied only to the seafarer who hos 
pussed an cxumination qualifying 
him to take full charge of a 
fishing boat. Such a person's 
second-in-command is offictally 
described as « Second Hand, and 
{we presume) the objection to the. 
description skipper when . the 
maater of a local morchantman 
is_intended -was that it inferred 
the particular oMficer to Be only one 
grade above second-hand! . How- 
ever, that is ‘by the way. - The 
main point is, are’ the newapapdrs 
right or are they wrong? We 
looked to support from a diction- 
ary, not expecting to find a great 
deal..

In introducing Mr. Kobza, the 
Chairman sald that most of them 
hna seen some of his masterpieces 


displayud. by Messrs. Komor and t 


Komor, and they were glad to have 
tho opportunity of listening | to 
such an art photographer as Mr. 
Kobza. 

In the course of his address Mr. 
Kobza said: 

Some yeara ago photography waa 
not regarded as an art—it Was 
only an industry for producipy 
likenesses. In. this. talk I am de- 
livoring to you I shall not go back 
far into the history of photo- 
graphy, but I shall start at tho 
stage when photography was rc- 
volutionised. ' 

Not so long ago ontulsionn ‘wore 
used which wore sensitive to laht 
only, and not to colour. You may 
remember those cloudless akicex, 
blacked trees etc, and the  dis- 
appointment one had when photo- 
graphing o garden—where nothing 
was to be acen of tho flowers, and 
the picture turnod out to be no- 
thing but a mass of light and 
ahide. 

With tho invention of patichro- 
mitic and orthochromatic emul- 
‘sions, serics of coloured filters and 
perfected lenses, photography be- 
tame Immensely important in all 
branches of science, fn commerce 
and in_art. To-day photography 
is @ fine art. : 

Members of this Society, I be- 
lieve, want to make real pictu 
The artist uses his brushes to p 
duce pictures, plus the knowledge 
of one thotsand and one rules of 
art. In photography you. have to 
use the camera inatend of the 
brushes, nnd as many of the rules 
of art as the camera admita. Only 
then will your pictures have 
artistic value, . : 

Public’s Sense of Art. 

These ae-old rules, together 
with the correctly (sometimes too 
correctly) recordiug camera, iy 
Art” Photography, The general 
public of to-day have a remark- 
able sense for art, You will often 
hear someone say, “I’m “not an 
artist but I know a good picture 
when I sco one.” In many cases 
such a person is right. -He has a 
sense and, unconsetously, he 
knows what is good.

Through the ages our Fathers 
of Art have worked on different 
canvasses, the majority of: which
